ordinarily clean, but it was, n everth e­ 
less 
far from meeting with modern 
standard s for p roducing clean milk. 
The milk dealer, himself, became sick 
from the disease and in all p robabil­ 
ity the worry over the suffering he 
had brought to others was as much 
the cause of his death as the disease 
itself.

The celebrated p hysician, Dr. Mayo, 
cites in an article, anothe r case of a 
typ hoid fever ep idemic in New York

To p rop erly understand sanitation 
on the farms, we must som ew hat re­ 
formulate o ur ideas about what dirt 
really is.

th e sanitarian 
is 
greatly concerned. li e considers p ri m­ 
arily the minute atnl
